Among the Rychon class, inoulsive of women, 
about 700 perished, of whom 29 aud 18 wero 
killed by the ontrages in 1882 and 1884 regpeo- 
‘tively, 300 were poisoned in 1882 and 50 in Tea 
by the anthorities, and 200 in 1892 and 10 in 
1 were beheaded, Besides then, 20 were 
starved to death in the prisons during the two 
years montioned. i o 
Among the soldier, about 3,500 died, exclusive 
of women. 160 were killed during action in 
both years, 50 were poisoned by the government, 
2,880 wore beheaded in 1882, and 250 were be- 
headed in 1984, in adiition to 200 who perished in 
prison during the twoyoars. Among the families 
of soldiers, 1400 perished, of whom over 800 
wara wantonly slaughtered by Chinas soldiers, 
who were despatohed soon, after the outbreak of 
the disturbance of 1882, bnd not a fow women
